However, warden, I am not 
responsible for my actions.”

If you're 
going to butt your head up against 
one of; these iron bars, I won't 
stop you. But if I find you hang- 
ing in your cell, I’m going to cut 
you down.”

Held at Police Headquarters 
yesterday, Pollard was guarded in 
his cell by two officers to avert 
any possible attempt to injure 
himself. After signing his state- 
ment, he was taken -o City Hos- 
pital for a routine examination. 
He said he was nervous, and a 
physician gave him a sedative. 

Tells of Child Crying. 

After arriving at the American 
Hotel, the night of Nov. 16, Pol- 
lard related in his statement to 
police, “Joe cried a little bit be- 
cause he was tired and worn out.” 
Pollard said that when he bathed

STORE SALES HERE 
DOWN 4TH WEEK 


Reserve Bank Reports 5 
Pct. Decline From 1947 
in Week Ending Last 
Saturday. 


Department store dollar-volume 
Sales in St. Louis have fallen be- 
low those of the corresponding 
period. last year for the fourth 
consecutive week, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis reported 
today. ~ 

Sales for the week ending last 
Saturday decreased 5 per cent 
from those of the same week ‘in 
1947, the bank said. The drop in 
percentage, however, was not as 
great as those of the two preced- 
ing weeks. 

The decline the week before was 
13 per cent and for the week 
ended Nov. 6 it was 12 per cent. 
Sales also were down 3 per cent 
for the week ended Oct. 30, ‘after 
a generally increasing volume of 
sales had been reportd for the 
month before. 

Nine Pct. Drop in Four Weeks. 

For the four-week period ended 
Jast Saturday, department store 
sales were down 9 per cent, as 
compared for the same period a 

ear ago. The cumulative sales for 
he year up to last Saturday, how- 
ever, showed an increase of 7 per 
cent over the corresponding peri- 
od of 1947, because of the high 
level of sales during the earlier 
part of the year. 

Department store sales in most 
of the other major cities in the 
St. Louis (Eighth) Federal Re- 
serve District also were down 
during the last week. Little Rock, + 
Ark., where sales were up 13 per 
cent, was the only exception. 

Total sales in East St. Louis, 
Alton, Springfield, Mo.; Fort 
Smith, Ark.; Harrisburg and 
Quincy, Ill, and Evansville, Ind., 
showed no change from aggregate 
sales in these cities during the 
corresponding week last year, 

4.Pct. Drop for District. 

For the district as a whole, sales 
decreased 4 per cent for the week 
ended last Saturday, and were 
down 6 per cent for the four-week 
period, as compared to the. same 
periods last year. The cumulative 
sales in the ‘district for the year 
so far, however; are 9 per cent 
above those of last year at this 
time. . 

Bank officials declined to ex- 
press any opinions as to ‘the rea- 
sons for the ‘recent decline in 
sales.. Merchants, however, have 
asserted that the decline may be 
caused by the fact that last 
Novembér there was heavy “scare- 
buying” in. fear there would be 
shortages in Christmas goods. 
Others said high prices, the un- 
certainty about prices, re-imposi- 
tion of credit controls and the un- 
seasonable weather might be re- 
sponsible. :

NEW YORK, Nov. 26 (AP) —

shoremen voted late today to re- 
ject a tentative agreement end- 
ing the east coast +» waterfront 
strike, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 26 (AP) 
— Terms for settling waterfront 
strikes on East and West coasts 
today cleared the decks for early 
resumption of normal American 
Shipping. 

Negotiators in the 86-day CIO 
longshore strike on the Pacific 
coast announced settlement terms 
last night. Earlier yesterday ne- 
gotiators agreed on peace in the 
17-day strike of AFL longshore- 
men on the Atlantic Coast. 

Both tentative agreements must 
be ratified by the union member- 
ships before 515 strike-bound ships 
put to sea. 

Employers Accept Terms. 

As expected, the east coast em- 
ployers announced in New York 
today that they had accepted the 
Atlantic Coast settlement worked 
out with the aid of federal media- 
tors. A spokesman said “mem- 
bers of the New York Shipping 
Association have accepted the 
mediators’ proposal in order to 
prevent further losses to the na- 
tion.” - 

On the Pacific Coast four other 
unions are involved in the strike, 
but ‘the longshore terms are con- 
sidered the key to peace. The 
four other unions scheduled meet- 
ings with management today. 

Final. settlement would return 
92,000 to maritime jobs and many 
thousands more to work in other 
industries halted or curtailed by 
the strike. 

It will release about $30,000,000 
of Marshall plan cargo on eastern 
docks and restore business run- 
ning into millions of dollars. 

Settlement of the East Coast 
agreement was credited to Cyrus 
Ching, director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
icé, who personally suggested 
many of the agreement details. 
Ching worked with the ‘union and 
shipowners for eight and 4: half 
hours until -8:35 a.m. yesterday 
when negotiators finally agreed to 
his proposals. 

Cost: of Pacific Tieup. 

The Pacific tieup, second longest 
in history, has cost by estimate of 
the Pacific American shipowners 
about $344,000,000 in trade at the 
rate of $4,000,000 a day. 

The negotiators’ agreement 
boosts the western longshore basic 
wage by 15 cents to $1.82 an hour, 
which was the amount the union 
was seeking when it struck Sept. 2. 

The AFL union officers tenta- 
tively agreed on a 13-cent increase 
retroactive to Aug. 21 to bring the 
eastern daytime base scale. to 
$1.88 an hour. ° 

The 65,000 AFL union members 
vote tomorrow on the terms. The 
union’s lowest previous demand 
was 25 cents above the pre-strike 
$1.75 hourly daytime rate. 

Waterfront observers predicted 
union ratification of the Pacific 
agreement, but thought that if no 
hitches developed it would be 
about a week before dock work re- 
sumes on the 265 idle ships. 

The Pacific Coast Waterfront 
Employers Association agreement 
with the longshoremen carried 
provisions for a three-year con- 
tract, to be operated under a peace 
plan “guaranteed” by the national 
CIO on one side and the San Fran- 
cisco Employers’ Council on the 
other. 

It provided for improved griev- 
ance machinery, increased vaca- 
tion benefits and a designated day 
off each week. “There would be 
maximum shifts of nine hours, and 
an 8 a.m. starting time. 

Hiring Hall Unchanged. - 

Harry Bridges’s longshore union 
scored a victory in one of its ma- 
jor demands—keeping the hiring 
hall system as it was. The em- 
ployers had contended that a 
union dispatcher violated the 
Taft-Hartley law. The agreement 
provided that both sides would 
continue “present practices” un- 
less a court decision or congres- 
sional action made.them illegal. 

The-announcement of the Pa- 
cific terms described the proposed 
new pact as “one based on com- 
plete good faith.” The two sides

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Murray and All Other 
Officers Are Re-elected 
by Acclamation — In- 
crease Voted in Per 


Capita Tax. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 26 (AP) 
—The CIO, having made plain 
how it feels about Communists, 


today re-elected President Phillp 
Murray, Secretary - Treasurer, 
James B. Carey and all nine vice 
presidents by acclamation. 

Murray’s re-election came after 
a boisterous 40-minute demonstra- 
tion. 
Without opposition, the 62-year- 
old Murray was named te his 
ninth one-year term as president 
of the organization of 40 unions. 
His policies are supported by at 
least nine-tenths of the delegates 
to the convention that ends today. 

Through all thg hub-bub for 
Murray, left-wingers, who had 
been thoroughly squelched in the 
week-long cenvention, stood quiet- 
ly by their chairs. } 

At this convention Murray de- 
parted from his peace-making tra- 
dition of past years and led a 
series of onslaughts against - the 
leftists. Cammunists and their 
friends in the smaller unions of 
the left wing have been squelched 
so thoroughly that their future is 
shaky indeed, 

The convention yesterday gave 
the CIO executive board almost 
unlimited power to take the job 
of organizing workers away from 
those leaders, 

The action came after Murray 
declared he wé@uld not protect 
“cliques of men whose interests 
are prqgmoted and propagated by 
The Daily Worker and the Com- 
munist party.” 

Funds ‘for Southern Drive. 
The convention also provided a 
steady income—more than $100,000 
monthly—for the southern organ- 
izing drive, and moze money for 
national CIO activities. This was 
done by a three-cent-a-month rise 
in the per-capita tax which CIO 
unions pay to the CIO for each of 
their members. 

Earlier the convention 
adopted without opposition a 
mild resolution on wages. The 
statement says it is esséntial 
that wages be “ever increas- 
ing,” but it avoids a specific 
demand for a fourth round of 
post-war increases. The effect 
of the statement is to leave it 
to each of the CIO’s 40 unions 
whether to demand higher 
wages in 1949. 

Emil Mazey, secretary-treasur- 
er of the United Auto Workers, 
took a somewhat stronger posi- 
tion than the resolution but didn’t 
oppose it. He declared: “The 
workers of this nation must have 
substantial wage increases.” He 
sald they should have them with- 
out price increases. This is the 
position Walter Reuther, presi- 
dent of the UAW, took in a 
speech here last week. | 
UEW Chief to Keep Board FoSt. 

Left-wing influence remains 
powerful in the United Electrical 
Workers union, the Longshore- 
men’s union, and the tiny but 
well-knit Fur Workers union. 

A ‘political campaign against 
Albert J. Fitzgerald, president of 
the electrical workers, has petered 
out. Some right-wingers wanted to 
defeat Fitzgerald as a CIO vice- 
president, but- Murray would not 
indorse the movement. Fitzgerald 
was expected to be _ re-elected 
without opposition today, along 
with the other eight CIO vice- 
presidents. 

Convention delegates are still 
discussing the speech Fitzgerald 
made Wednesday. 

He said he didn’t “give a damn” 
for Russia and thinks Vishinsky 
and Molotov have engaged in 
“saber-rattling and war-monger- 
ing.” 

He said he isn’t “married” to the 
Progressive party (he was one of 
Henry Wallace’s leading support- 
ers) and will tell that party to “go 
to hell” if President Truman 
makes a “sincere effort” to carry 
out his platform pledges. . 

Resolution on Organizing. 

The CIO resolution giving its 
leadership broad powers to deal 
with Communists who have moved 
into small CIO unions was adopt- 
ed by a standing vote estimated et 
a 10-to-1 ratio. The resolution 
gives the CIO executive board pow- 
er to take such action “as may 
be appropriate and necessary” to 
bring about effective orgahizaiton 
of workers in industries where 
CIO unions have “failed.”

U.S. and Britain Satisfy 
Paris Demand for 
Right to Regulate Ger- 
man Management Be- 
fore Peace Treaty,

PARIS, Nov, 26 (AP)—France 
prepared today to join the United 
States and Britain in supervising 
the Ruhr industries, 

United States Secretary of State 
George C, Marshall invited France 
earlier to take part in controlling 
Ruhr steel and coal industries. A 
French Government spokesman 
said last night that France will 
accept. 

The spokesman hailed as a “step 
in the right direction” the offer 
to France of an immediate voice 
in supervising Ruhr steel and coal 
industries even though the French 
zone of Germany has not joined 
the British-American zonal union. 

France now is satisfied in at 
least one of its demands—the right 
to regulate German management 
in the Ruhr during the period be- 
fore the peace treaty with Ger- 
many is formally -written, the 
spokesman said. 

Membership on Two Groups. 

A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man said in London Britain also 
has agreed to giving France mem- 
bership in the present German 
coal and steel control groups. The 
Ruhr is in the British occupation 
zone. 

Diplomatic circles viewed this as 
a big step in giving the French a 
greater voice in big power ar- 
rangements for the co-ordination 
of western Europe’s resources. 
Such action was viewed in many 
quarters as essential if the French 
Government is to be stabilized. 

The Ruhr is a major issue in 
French politics, France has ex- 
pressed worry about returning 
control of the great industrial 
heartland to the Germans, remem- 
bering it as the source of Ger- 
many’s power in two world wars. 

Just yesterday the French Gov- 
ernment won a vote of confidence. 
Premier Henri Queuille’s moderate 
Government beat down. the Com- 
munists in the National Assem- 
bly by a vote of 412 to 180. The 
Assembly, by that vote, tabled a 
Communist question on the fight- 
ing between police and Commu- 
nists in Paris on Armistice day. 
Non-Communists showed no de- 
sire to threaten the Government 
over such an issue at a time like 
the present. 

Queuille’s Government has won 
a major point in convincing the 
British and Americans that France 
should have a hand in managing 
the Ruhr industries. The Govern- 
ment had demanded a right to 
some sort of control in the Ruhr 
as a price for merging its zone of 
Germany with those of the Ameri- 
cans and British. 

“Place on Essen Commission.” 

The concurrence of Britain in 
the offer to France guarantees the 
French a place on the so-called 
“Essen Commission,” which super- 
vises steel mills and coal mines in 
the industrial basin. The commis- 
sion is a British-American body 
set up to regulate the Ruhr in- 
dustry for the pre-treaty period in 
which the occupying pOwers re- 
tained control over the German 
economy, 

The French Government spokes- 
man said Secretary Marshall’s 
position toward French demands 
for international ownership of the 
Ruhr industries still is not clear 
enough for French comment, Mar- 
shall said Wednesday that France’s 
requirements against possible fu- 
ture German aggression will be 
coyered in the eventual treaty 
with Germany, Marshall said se- 
curity actually was not a problem 
during the period of occupation. 

The French contention is this: 
‘International ownership of the 
Ruhr mills and mines is neces- 
sary to French security to prevent 
the Germans from once again us- 
ing the Ruhr resources for war, 
and the occupation period will not 
necessarily coincide with the con- 
trol period envisaged in’ London 
agreements among the Western 
powers. 

French spokesmen contend that 
while no peace treaty for Germany 
is yet in sight, German production 
is growing rapidly and Germany’s 
steel production already is greater 
than that of France.

from the White House for storage 
preparatory to beginning the ac- 
tual repair work. He said it would 
take some time to remove all of 
these items. The President and his 
family now are living in Blair 
house, across Pennsylvania ave- 
nue from the White House, 


FIRST U.S. GRANT 
TO VETERAN FOR 
‘WHEELCHAIR’ HOME 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration an- 
nounced yesterday it. has made 
the first grant to a . paralyzed 
World War II veteran for a 
house for wheelchair living. 

The-veteran, whose name was 
not disclosed, will receive $9500. 

The VA said 80 other applica- 
tions have been rejected among 
the 1066 thus far received, Pre- 


liminary approval has been grant- 
ed in 123 cases. The other appli- 
cations are under review. 

The Eightieth Congress author- 
ized grants up to $10,000 each to 
war veterans with. service -con- 
nected paralysis of the legs and 
lower part of the body. 

The money is to be used for 
the purchasa of houses or spe- 
cial equipment, including ramps, 
special. bathrooms and § other 
wheelchair accommodations, with 
the government paying not more 
than 50 per cent of the cost. 

Applicants must demonstrate 
they are able to live outside hos- 
pitals and can pay their share 
of the costs,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
President Truman and his Cab- 
inet reviewed foreign affairs at 
an hour-long session today. 

Cabinet members told reporters 
after the meeting that Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall did a 
great deal of the talking. 

Postmaster General Donaldson 
said Marshall brought the Cabinet 
“up to date” on the, international 
situation. Presumably fhat meant 
Marshall covered both the Euro- 
pean and Chinese phases of the 
foreign situation. Donaldson 


would not go into details of what 
Marshall said, nor .would other 
Cabinet members.

City Law Department staff were 
publicly censured by the Mu- 
nicipal Civil Service Commission 
today for their admitted acts in 
making contributions, which they 
termed: “voluntary,” for political 
Purposes. The contributions were 
declared by the commission to be 
a violation of the letter and the 
spirit of the civil service amend- 


ment adopted by vote of 
people in 1941. The money, site 
to $200 in amount, went. to the 
Republican City Committee, 

The commission stated, in its 
finding of “severest censure,” that 
it believed “the best interests of 
the service would not be served by 
the dismissal of the city counselor 
and the named eight members of 


his staff.” 
Eight Aids Named. 

In addition to Stemmler, those 
whom ‘the’ commission found 
guilty of making contributions for 
political purposes, and who were 
named individually as deserving 
of censure, were First Associate 
Counselor James Y. Frank; Asso- 
ciate Counselors Harry R. Stocker, 
James B, Steiner, Oliver Senti and 
John P. McCammon; and Assist« 
ant Counselors Frank A. Neun, 
Thomas J, Neenan and Oliver T, 
Johnson, moni 
Thirteen other members of the 
city counselor’s staff previously 
were found not guilty ef having 
made such contributions. 

Stemmler, Mayor Reply. 

Statements were issued this 
afternoon by Counselor Stemmler 
and Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
taking issue with the Commis- 
sion’s position, and setting forth 
that the city counselor disagreed 
with its interpretation of the law 
as -affecting voluntary contribu- 
tions. The counselor and the 
Mayor said the matter should 
have been sabmitted to a court 
for determination, and that this 
procedure was suggested by 
Stemmler when the discussion 
first arose. 

“I and my associates firmly dis- 
agree with the commission’s rul- 
ing,” Stemmler said, “and assert 
that the commission has under- 
taken to exercise. a power that 
the law does not give. Under the 
civil service law, the court, not 
the commission, has exclusive 
power over disciplinary actions in 
connection with section 17 (re- 
lating to political activity.) 

“My associates and I are of 
the opinion that the commission 
is wrong in its construction of 
the act. At the outset I wrote to 
the commission, asking that a ju- 
dicial interpretation be secured 
by means of a declaratory judg- 
ment suit in court. | 

“Certainly if civil service em- 
ployes are to be denied their in- 
herent constitutional rights, the 
least they have the right to ask is 
that the prohibition against volun- 
tary contributions be stated in 
clear and unmistakeable language, 
which the civil service act does 
not do. 7 

“Instead the director of person- 
nel (R. Elliott Scearce) not a law- 
yer, undertook to act as investi- 
gator; prosecutor, judge and jury 
and assumed power and authority 
which under the law he does: riot 
possess and never has possessed.” 

Mayor Cites Own Order. 

The Mayor said it was “regret- 
table that the honest difference 
of opinion over the interpretation 
of Section Yf7, Article 18, of the 
Charter, and Rule 15 of the com- 
mission, was not taken for adjudi- 
cation to a court of law.” He 
called attention to his own order 
of Sept. 7 to all city employes to 
refrain from making contributions 
to any political campaign, “cause 
or fund. This order was men- 
tioned with commendation by the 
commission in its st@tement, a 
copy of which was sent to the 
Mayor “for any. action. you may 
deem it advisable to take.” 

The commission reviewed the 
testimony given before it by 
Stemmler and hig aids as to the . 
contributions. Stemmler related 
that in last March or April Charles 
Hertenstein, administrative assist- 
ant to the Mayor, told him that 
money was needed and was being 
collected; that Stemmiler told As- 
’sociate Counselor Frank of this 
statement, saying that he, Stemm- 
ler, intended to give $25 and that 
Frank could give if he wished to; 
also that Frank might talk to the 
top members of the staff and in- 
vite them to make a contribution 
if they cared to do so.

Reply by Western Nations. 

The three Western powers 
pointed out that the unified ad- 
ministration of Berlin under four- 
power supervision was “being 
rapidly diminished.” This was a

‘{In Berlin. 

. The Western powers stated un- 
e ,ulvocally that they “cannot un- 
der any circumstances agree that 

. Soviet authorities of the German 

bank of emission of the Soviet 
zone should exercise sole and un- 

restricted control over the curren- 

_ cy and finances of Berlin.” 

The West evinced skepticism 
about the possibility of reaching 
an agreement on the Berlin cur- 
rency problem. In a preamble to 
the answers to Bramuglia’s spe- 
cific questions, the Western pow- 
ers said: 

“It must be pointed out that it 
will inevitably be difficult in prac- 
tice to exercise four-power control 
of currency in a city in which the 
previous unified administration 
under four-power supervision is 
not fully functioning at present, 
and is indeed being rapidly di- 
mi: ished.” 

Bramuglia, soon after author- 
izing the release of the technical 
documents, planned a meeting 
with other neutral members of 
the Security Council. He expected 
to present to them another draft 
resolution for possible presenta- 
tion to the Council after consul- 
tion with the Western powers and 
with Russia. 

Developments on Palestine. 

Meanwhile Israel told the Secur- 
ity Colincil that it would not free 
Egyptians pocketed behind Jew- 
ish lines in the Negeb until Egypt 
agreed to negotiate an armistice. 
The statement came when a 
Council committee took up the 
alleged Jewish refusal to comply 
with the order of the council on 
Nov. 4 calling for military with- 
drawals in the Negeb. 

Ralph Bunche, acting U.N. 
mediator for Palestine, announced 
that Israel had accepted the 
Council's order Nov. 16 for Arab- 
Jewish armistice negotiations. 
Bunche also disclosed he had 
made another try to force the 
Arabs to reply to the armistice 
order. The Arabs have taken the 
position that they will not negoti- 
ate with Israel. 

Earler in the day, the United 
States opposed. in the General As- 
sembly’s Political Committee a 
British proposal that might take 
the Negeb from Israel. Delegate 
Philip C. Jessup submitted a num- 
ber of amendments to Britain's 
latest proposal for the. solution 
of the Pelestine dispute. 

The amendments would soften 
Britain’s reference to the report 
of the late Count Folke Berna- 


dotte, U.N. mediator, as a basis | 


for a Palestine settlement and give 
more weight to the U.N. partition 
plan of Nov. 29, 1947. Jessup said 
the British proposal, “without our 
amendments, is more restrictive 
than necessary.” 


Under the SBernadotte plan, 


Negeb would be taken from the / 


Jews and they would receive west- 
ern Galilee in its stead. The orig- 
inal partition plan gives Negeb 
to’ the Jews and western Galilee 
to the Arabs. 

Polish Proposal Beaten. 

The General Assembly in full 
session defeated a Polish resolu- 
tion to forbid economic pressure 
by one nation against another as 
a means of influencing domestic 
or foreign policy. Poland’s Oscar 
Lange in debate bitterly attacked 
the European Recovery program 
as an American “economic cold 
war against the eastern European 
countries.” 

The vote on the resolution was 
33 to 6, with the Soviet bloc 
supporting it. Eight nations ab- 
stained. Eleven were recorded as 
absent or not voting. 

American Delegate Willard L. 
Thorp told the Assembly Poland's 
proposal was an “attempt once 
again to discredit the ERP and 
dhe assistance the United States 
is giving to that program.” He de- 
clared, “There is no American dic- 
tation of the export policies of 
western European countries.”

Sails Sunday, 


Many Passengers Nearly Broke 


Even Some in First-Class List Have Little 
Left for Tips — Liner Serves Holi- 
day Turkey Dinner. 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, Nov. 
26 (AP)—It will be an austere 
voyage when the Queen Elizabeth, 
the world’s largest ocean liner, 
sails for New York Sunday—1l 
days behind schedule. 

Many of the 1500 passengers, 
stranded aboard the ship here 
since last Friday awaiting the out- 
come of the American east coast 
dockworkers’ strike, have gone 
broke.” 

The strike was settled yester- 
day, subject to a vote by the dock 
workers, and Cunard White Star 
Lines announced the Queen Eliza- 
beth would sail Sunday. Its sister 
ship, the Queen Mary, will follow 
on Wednesday. 


News of the sailing touched off 
mass rejoicing aboard the ship. 
The announcement was all the 
more welcome because it came on 
Thanksgiving day. The ship, after 
bearing the cost of feeding the 
passengers for a week, served 
them a turkey dinner last night. 
Even tipping will be a problem 
on the trip to New York. Some 
first-class and cabin passengers 
say they have only $8 or $10 left. 
About 500 tourist class voyagers 
are even worse off; virtua] desti- 
tution is not uncommon. 

Settlement of the strike meant 


a reprieve from the line’s order 
for all aboard to go ashore by 
today or tomorruw. It also saved 
the line the trouble o*% a possible 
“sit in” strike by some 900 of the 
passengers who objected to find- 
ing hotel accommodations. 

News of the settlement spread 
from stem to stern and started a 
cheering celebration. about 8 a.m. 
yesterday. 

Half dressed men and women 
poured out of their cabins and pa- 
raded up and down the passage- 
Ways or massed in excitement 
around the bulletin boards. 

The line announced a revision 
of schedules for the Queen Eliz- 
abeth and the Queen Mary to the 
end of the year, In the next five 
weeks, both liners will make two 
round trips. 

The Queen Elizabeth, after sail- 
ing next Sunday, will return to 
Southampton Dec. 9 and depart 
again for New York Dec. 12, re- 
turning Dec. 23. The Queen Mary, 
sailing for New York next 
Wednesday, will be back Dec. 13, 
sail again Dec. 16 anc return 
Dec. 26. 

Stevedores here unloading mail 
from the Aquitania and Arundel 
Castle struck for six hours today 
for more pay, but then returned 
to work.

In the auxiliary Political Com- 
mittee, Yugoslavia challenged the 
right of the Assembly to recom- 
mend ‘that the Security Council 
drop the Big Five vito power, or 
even to vote on an Argentine res- 
olution aiming at the elimination 
of the veto on membership appli- 
cations. 

Yugoslav Delegate Leo Mattes 
asked for a vote on whether the 
Assembly had the power to take 
such a vote. He was supported by 
France and Poland. Col. W. R. 
Hodgson of Australia said it was 
the first time the right of the 


Assembly to vote on a resolution 
had been challenged. 

Yesterday’s U.N. Action, 

Britain offered its revised reso- 
lution on Palestine in yesterday’s 
political committee session. The 
resolution called on the Jews and 
Arabs to negotiate directly their 
territorial dispute. It contained 
the origina] British demand that 
negotiation be based on the Ber- 
nadotte report, under which the 
Negeb desert would be turned 
over to the Arabs. 
Acting Palestine Mediator 
Bunche urged the acceptance of 
Israel as a U.N. member. He put 
a seven-point peace plan before 
the committee after Russia’s Se- 
meon K. Tsarapkin had formally 
submitted a resolution which ob- 
servers said apparently was in- 
tended to force all U<N. truce ob- 
servers, as‘ well as all Arab 
armies, to withdraw from the 
holy land. 

Tsarapkin said Russia “recom- 
mends the immediate withdrawal 
of all foreign troops and foreign 
military personnel from  terri- 
tory of the Jewish and Arab 
states in Palestine whose estab- 
lishment is provided by the deci- 
cision of the General Assembly of

OCTOBER: RETAIL 
SALES UP 6 PCT. 
FROM YEAR BEFORE 


$11,580,000,000 Total Is 
Down Slightly From Sep- 
tember on Seasonal Basis. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP) 
—Retail sales totaled $11,580,000,- 
000 in October, the Department 
of Commerce estimated today. 

Although 6 per cent higher in 
dollar volume than in October, 


1947, last ménth’s sales were 
slightly off from September after 
allowance for seasonal influences. 
That meant retail sales were vir- 
tually unchanged for the fifth 
consecutive month. 

The department's retail sales 
index, which takes into account 
seasonal influences and varying 
numbers of trading days, showed 
October turnover at 239 per cent 
above the 1935-39 average. Sep- 
tember had been 240 per cent 
above. 

The index decline was caused 
by lagging sales of durable goods 
—the field in which the Federal 
Reserve Board imposed restric- 
tions on installment credit Sept. 
20. These sales were off about 2 
per cent from September, on a 
seasoOhiaiiy adjusted basis. Auto- 
motive stores, including tose sell- 
ing ‘parts and accessories as well 
as automobiles, had a1 per cent 
gain in October. The remaining 
durable goods stores had declines 
ranging from 2 to 6 per cent. 

Non-durable goods sales were 
practically unchanged from Sep- 
tember. Food and clothing stores 
had al per cent increase, but 
there were declines ranging up to 
3 per cent for general merchandise 
st-res, filling stations and eating 
and drinking places.

NEW_YORK, Nov. 2% (UP)— 
Jesse Jones, former Secre of 
Commerce, cleared up in federal 
court today the my ye | of the 
note written by the late President 
Roosevelt sugpeeting -. that the 
British help King Saud of 
Suudia Arabia. 

Hovewer, Jones managed to 
avoid reporters who wanted to 
ask him about the early morning 
poker game in which he is al- 
leged to have bet $4000 on a 
straight against four fours, and 
which resulted in him appearing 
as a witness despite hig protests 
of a heart condition. He used the 
judge’s private elevator to enter 
and leave the court room. 

Jones was called as a witness 
by James A. Moffett, former ex- 
ecutive of the Standard Ofl Co., 
of New Jersey, in his suit against 
the <Arabian-American Oil Co., 
Inc., for $6,000,000, alleged to be 
due as a fee for obtaining a con- 
tract, 

Jones said that his memory was 
vague regarding negotiations in 
the wartime deal. 

“I kept no dairy,” he said, 
didn’t have time. I didn’t plan to 
write books later like Mr. Mor- 
genthau (former Treasury Secre- 
tary Henry Morganthau Jr.) and 
others, and I kept no dictaphone 
by my desk.” 

He was asked about a note 
+dated July 18, 1941, which said: 

“Dear Jesse. will you please tell 
the British I hope they can take 
care of the King of Saudi Arabia. 
This is a little too far afield for 
“wa BD Ee 
Jones said: 

“IT remember distinctly about 
that. I was being pestered by 
Moffett and during a cabinet 
meeting, I wrote a note. Then I 
handed it to the President. and 
asked him to rewrite it in his 
own handwriting, so I could let 
them. (the British and Moffett) 
know it was his decision as Well 
as mine.” 

He testified that President 
Roosevelt copied the message 
and handed it to him after the 
cabinet meeting. It was the note 
in question, Jones said he didn’t 
recall whether he showed it to 
British representatives but as- 
sumed that he did show it to 
Moffett. 

He said he later received a note 
from the late Harry Hopkins, 
presidential adviser, saying, “The 
President is anxious to have the 
British help out in this matter.”

* On the political front, rotund 
Dr. Sun Fo, Legislative Yuan 
president since 1932 and gon of the 
founder of the Chinese republic, 
was approved as Premier today 
by the lawmaking body, 228 to 44. 
The Legislative Yuan acted under 
a constitutional requirement that 
it must uphold the 
nomination. President Chiang 
Kai-shek had nominated Sun to 
replace Wong Wen-hao, who re- 
signed. 

Sun prepared to select a new 
cabinet. Observers said there was 
an absence of special significance 
in his appointment because it ap- 
peared that he—like his predeces- 
sor—took the jub because no one 
else would have it. 

The new Premier’s political pow- 
ers largely were inherited from 
his late father, Dr. Sun Yat-sen. 
He is a bitter enemy of Russia 
and has the close support of right- 
ist members of the Yuan and such 
Kuomintang Government 
leaders as Secretary General Wu 
Te-chen and Chen Li-fu. His con-

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COMPROMISES 


a. Drafters of f Subetieae for 
Taft Act Hope to Meet 
Objections With Al- 
ternatives. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
The Administration is preparing 
a substitute for the Taft-Hartley 
labor law with built-in compro- 
mises to meet possible objections 
from Cengress, industry or labor. 
This, it was learned today, is 


the plan being followed by a five- 
man lawyer team assigned to draft 
the new law: a 

1. Write labor legislation 
which can be sent to Congress 
with Truman’s blessing, and 

2. Write-alternatives for sev- 
eral sections of their draft, as 
possible substitutes along what 
may be a bumpy legislative 
route. 

They plan to file the gist of 
the suggested new law with 
President Truman’s alds by Mon- 
day. 

Exactly what it will contain is 
a carefully guarded secret, but it 
was reported to call for reinstate- 
ment of most of the old Wagner 
labor act, plus some modified 
Taft-Hartley provisions. 

Secretary of Labor Tobin — in 
charge of backing up Truman’s 
pledge to replace the Taft-Hart- 
ley act with a “fair” labor law— 
has said he expects to seek advice 
from industry and labor. 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Won 
tana, predicted after a White 
House call today that the new 
Congress will “make sonfe other 
corrections” in labor laws besides 
repealing the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Murray did not say what these 
other changes might be. He told 
reporters he had discussed the 
prospective legislative program 
generally with Truman, but that 
they had not talked specifically 
about labor legislation. Murray 
is a member of the Senate Labor 
Committee. 

The drafters’ work probably 
will be changed, in some respects 
at least, on the basis of these 
talks, with further changes likely 
in Congress.

Health Service to Seek ‘Com- 
mon Denominator of Symp- 
_ toms’ Where 20 Died. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 26 (UP)— 
Specialists from the Public Health 
Service will begin an investigation 
in Donora, Pa., next week to de- 
termine whether the 20 persons 
who died there recently were vic- 
tims of air pollution. 

“We are going to try to find 
some common denominator of 
symptoms,” Dr. James G. Town- 
send, chief of the service’s indus- 
trial hygiene division, said. “Our 
minds are open.” 

H, H. Schrenk, mine. safety ex- 
pert, will be in charge of the study. 
Dr. Wilfred David will direct the 
epidemological work. With two 
Health Service engineers and a 
nurse, they will open headquarters 
for their investigation in the Do- 
nora municipal building next Tues- 
day or Wednesday. 

The Pennsylvania State Board 
of Health and the Industrial Hy- 
giene Foundation of the Mellon 
Institute will co-operate in their 
study of possible air pollution in 
the Monongahela valley area,

The condition might have caused 
a Donora tragedy at that time, he 
said, if fog had fallen.

OBJECTIONS OF AFL UNION 
TO LACLEDE VOTE OVERRULED 


Objections to the election held 
last September to determine the 
bargaining agent for production 
and distribution employes of La- 
clede Gas Light Co. were over-’ 
ruled at Washington Wednesday 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board. Local 6, CIO United Gas, 
Coke & Chemical Workers, which 
won the election, was certified as 
the bargaining agent. 

The objections had been filed by 
Local 148, AFL International 
Union of Operating Engineers, 
representing St. Louis county. em- 
Ployes of the company. Members 
of the AFL local staged a two- 
day unauthorized strike at La- 
clede’s Shrewsbury plant last Au- 
gust in protest against the elec- 
tion. They contended they were 
outnumbered 8 to 3 by the CIO 
union, and that unless separate 
bargaining agents were selected 
for city and county employes, 
their union would be voted out of 
existence, 

Morris Levin, attorney for the 
CIO local, said the Labor Board 
held that the objections were 
without merit, and there was no 
reason to upset the result of the 
election. Members of the AFL 
union had been employes of the 
St. Louis County Gas Co. before

Sections of the civil service 
amendment, forbidding political 
assessments and contributions by 
employes in the classified service, 
were cited by the commission. 


“Clear and Unambiguous.” 


“It is the opinion of this com- 
mission,” the statement continued, 
“that all political contributions, 
whether they be denominated vol- 
untary or involuntary, are con- 
trary to the letter and to the spirit 
of the civil service amendment 
and the rules of the commission 
adopted pursuant thereto. The 
language of the charter, that no 
person in the classified service 
shall make a political contribu- 
tion, is clear and unambiguous, 

“The law not only says that ‘no 
person in the classified service 
shall be under any obligation to 
contribute to any fund,’ but it 
goes further and says, in unmis- 
takable language, ‘and no such 
person shall do so.’ Not only does 
the law protect city employes from 
being compelled to centribute, but 
the law oes further and denies to 
city ployes the right to con- 
tribute to campaign funds for po- 
litical purposes.” 

Commenting on the reasons for 
these provisions, the commission 
says: 

“When a superior suggests to a 
subordinate that a ‘voluntary’ 
fund is being raised, to which the 
subordinate may contribute if he 
so desires, a contribution by the 
subordinate under those circum- 
stances has lost its voluntary 
character. 

“To approve or tolerate any line 
of demarcation between ‘voluntary’ 
and ‘involuntary’ political con- 


tributions by city employes is to} 


open the door to an_ infinite 
variety of subtle devices tending 
to make all contributions appear 
‘voluntary.’ Forced contributions 
would be camouflaged as ‘volun- 
tary.’ If the civil service amend- 
ment is to achieve the ends for 
which it was designed, political 
contributions of every character, 
voluntary or involuntary, and their 
solicitation, cannot be tolerated in 
the classified service.”

The employers’ resolution to do

The East Coast strike affected 
the sailing and docking of several 
luxury ships, and tied up about 250 
vessels.

Thé city’s shipping still 
crippled by the dock tieup, and 
movement of freight traffic was 
curtailed by a truck strike. 

The express company withdrew 
layoff notices which had been sent 
to 6000 employes, 

The employes were ordered to 
resume regular work today by an 
AFL union, pending negotiations 
on a dispute over 13 discharged 
workers. This dispute touched off 
the slowdown Tuesday. 


Truck Strike Continues. 


Meanwhile, an estimated one- 
third of the city’s trucking indus- 
try remained immobilized by a 
strike of drivers and helpers, seek- 
ing a 22%-cent hourly pay rise. 
Talks with employers, who offered 
17% cents, appeared deadlocked. 

The nation’s oldest major labor 
dispute, that of newspaper print- 
ers, was in its fourth year in one 
city, in its second and third year 
in others. 

The strike of the AFL Interna- 
tional Typographical Union: against 
49 newspapers in 29 cities was in 
its fourth year in St. Petersburg, 
Fla.; in its third year at several 
other cities, and mostly in its 
second year against the others.

Then, as told 
previously, Mrs. Nichols agreed to 
let Pollard take Joe Jr. to Cincin- 
nati while she visited her husband 
in the hospital. 

,Pollard and the child went to 
Cincinnati by bus, arriving there 
the morning of Nov. 11. Pollard 
said he told his mother, Mrs. May 
Pollard, that he hoped to marry 
Mrs. Nichols but his mother ad- 
vised him it was “not a good idea 
to mess in a family affair.” 

Then, Pollard continued, he 
took the boy to Charleston, W. 
Va. “I was trying to decide what 
to do,” he related. “I had no 
funds, and the Travelers’. Aid 
gave me $5.

I fed him at a 
restaurant, He cried but not too 
much.

The next morning, he continued, 
they hitchhiked to Montgomery, 
W.Va., with a man and woman 
who gave him $7.

After 
feeding the child some milk, Pcl- 
lard said, they hitchhiked to 
Washington, D. C. Two men gave 
them a ride and also gave him $7.

He said to give 
him no milk. When he cried or 
messed up his sdiaper, I spanked 
him.

The next morning, Pollard said, 
he bathed the boy, took him 
through the Holland tubes to New 
Jersey but had nct decided where 
to go.

FORTUNE MAGAZINE 
SAYS POLLS STILL

NEW YORK, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
Fortune magazine, whose public 
opinion survey predicted certain 
defeat for President Truman Nov. 
2, said yesterday, “No one should 
ever again unquestioningly accept 
a — prediction based on a 
poll.” 

However, the magazine, for 
which Elmo Roper conducts the 
poll, believes such survey still may 
have a future as a “mirror re- 
flecting underlying attitudes of 
the people on fundamental issues, 
attitudes that could be discerned 


“The editors of Fortune, like 
more wrong,” the magazine stated. 
“.. In measuring the more basic 
attitudes the poll may not have 
failed so completely as the editors. 
That is, the survey turned up 
some evidence that should have 
aroused doubt; the failure was in 
part the failure to interpret.” 
This evidence, the magazine 
said, included indications that nor- 
mally more people think of them- 
selves as Democrats than as Re- 
publicans; that the voters’ biggest 
single concern was high prices 
and on this issue Truman was 
more direct than Gov.

An increase of $10 a ton in the 
Price of cold-rolled sheets of steel 
has been announced by the Gran- 
ite City Steel Co., which, at pres- 
ent, is the principal supplier for 
the St. Louis area. 

The new price will be $94 a ton. 
An increase of $4 was put into 
effect earlier this year, bringing 
the total increase to $14 over last 
year’s price. 

Cold-rolled sheets of steel are 
used in the manufacture of auto- 
mobile bodies, stoves, refriger- 
ators, steel furniture and casings 
for electrical equipment. 

Production Cost Increase. 

The company announced it has 
been losing money on its cold- 
rolled steel sheeting. It said the 
price hike was made necessary by 
an increase of about 80 per cent 
in production costs during the 
last two years, Including the $10 
hike, it was stated, the price in- 
crease has amounted to 45 per 
cent for the two-year period. 

Cost factors that have led to 
higher prices were listed by the 
company as follows: Scrap iron, 
up 122 per cent in price; pig 
iron, up 72 per cent; fuel oil, up 
60, and wages, up 45. 

Slight Retail Effect. 

The announcement said the new 
increase would not cause any ma- 
terial change in the price of retail 
products. As reflected in the retail 
price of a stove, for example, the 
increase would be about 25 cents, 
it was stated. 

“Granite City Steel Co. is the 
only semi-integrated steel mill 
producing cold reduced sheets,” 
Hayward Niedringhaus, president, 
said. “As a result, there are 
many factors in our purchases 
which we’ cannot control, but 
which at least can be partially

Parallel Situation in France

Their aim,is to 
improve their insidious device of 
slow-strangulation strikes and 
cripple French industry and the

Marshall Plan. Thus the ground, 
will be deeply ploughed for the 
misery and chaos on which the 
Communists: flourish. 


In itself, the Palestine issue 
inside the U. N. already is about 
as confused and complicated as it 
possibly could be. Nobody is really

ATLANTA, Nov. 26 (AP) — A 
$500 reward has been posted for 
the ambush killers of Robert 
Mallard, 42-year-old Toombs coun- 
ty Negro, who was shot last Sat- 
urday night. 

Editor Ralph McGill of the 
Atlanta Constitution, announced 
last night that the money was 
left with him to be paid for the 
“arrest and conviction” of the 
killer or killers. 

McGill said the man who 
asked that his name be with- 
held, described himself as a long- 
time supporter of Gov. Herman 
Talmadge and the late Eugene 
Talmadge. 

“This is a white man’s country,” 
he was quoted, “and therefore the 
law is the white man’s law. He 
wrote it. It is important that he 
live.by it. No decent white man 
e « « Will support murder and 
lynch violence.” 

The Negro was shot on a lonely 
road 20 miles from Lyons, Ga., 
as he returned from a church 
service. Mallard’s wife and other 
witnesses told Toomb County 
Sheriff R. E. Gray that they were 
stopped by “two or three cars.” 

Four men were behind bushes, 
they said. One shot, fired through 
the windshield, struck Mallard in 
the chest. 

The sheriff said he did not be- 
lieve all of the witnesses’ story.

TEXT OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS CHARTER 


Following is the tert of the 

draft international declaration

He is known to the party for 
his fair and good-tempered han- 
dling of the platform committee at 
Philadelphia last July; a really 
ticklish assignment. At the desire 
of the White House, Myers put 
over a compromise _ civil-rights 
plank in committee; when the con- 
vention kicked it out, he yielded 
gracefully. 

Incidentally the leaders of the

The good neighbor policy in its 
first stage concentrated on the 
removal of distrust, It abolished 
all forms of United States inter- 
ference. It brought about the 
conclusion of a_series of inter- 
American treaties of which the 
most important was that which 
pledged non-intervention. It ended 
hostility to the United States and 


laid the ground for a regional sys- 
tem based on confidence and a 
recognition of common interest. 

With the approach of the sec- 
ond world war the emphasis turned 
to continental unity as a prereq- 
uisite to continental security. But 
from the outset the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration stressed the need for 
economic co-operation with the 
other American republics. 

The isolationists who have been 
clamoring that this policy has 
made an Uncle Sap out of Uncle 
Sam have to some extent suc- 
ceeded in obscuring the concrete 
advantages the United States has 
obtained. 

Roosevelt Premise, 

The program of cowperation of 
the Roosevelt Administration was 
premised on the conviction that 
social progress and political sta- 


bility in the hemisphere were con- 
tingent upon higher living stand- 
ards, and that the growth of true 
democracy was also contingent 
upon better nutrition, sanitation, 
tducation and communications, It 
was believed that the measures of 
financial and economic co-Opera- 
tion that were undertaken would 
not only increase the probability 
of political and military security, 
but also provide a greater demand 
and increased purchasing power 
to United States exports. 

The deplorable lack of consis- 
tency in American foreign policy 
was again emphasized when, not- 
withstanding the demonstrated 
value of the good neighbor policy, 
its essential features were dis- 
carded as soon as the war ended.

We are now reaping the conse- 
quences. The Latin American re- 
publics ave no’ confidence that 
the good neighbor policy is a last- 
ing policy. The feeling has grown 
that the United States is ready to 
ask them for co-operation when it 
requires their support, but is un- 
willing to offer its own co-opera- 
tion when they need its help. 

The termination of economic co- 
operation has contributed to in- 
flation, commercial stagnation, 
widespread depression and unem- 
ployment, and these in turn have 
paved the way for political and 
social unheavals, 


Political Uprisings. 

During the last few months 
there have been political upris- 
ings in Colombia, a revolution in 
Costa Rica, dangerous unrest in 
Central America, a series of abor- 
tive revolts in Panama, Paraguay 
and Bolivia, a continuing state of 


political and social disturbance in 
Chile, and finally, the recent revo- 
lution in Peru. 

The junta installed in Lima by 
Gen, Odria, after the expulsion of 
the constitutional and democratic 
President, Dr. Bustamante, has all 
the earmarks of the military dic- 
tatorships which have so often 
proved themselves the bane of the 
Peruvian people. It has thrown 
the labor leaders in jail. It has 
outlawed the Apra, a party which 
is neither Fascist nor Communist, 
and which, with all of its mis- 
takes, has unquestionably tried to

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Football as Big Business 
With 


the exception of the bowl games, the 
football season has just about reached its end. 
And there had better be some changes made be- 
fore another one begins, because this year cer- 
ly, it is time to stop, look and listen when the 
president of a “Big Nine” university is forced 
to complain privately and fearfully that “this 
scandal can blow up in our faces any minute.” 

Football is fun for young men who have just 
come into the fullness of their strength. It is 
fun, too, for those more advanced in years who 
still are responsive to mums and pennants on a 
fine fall Saturday afternoon. 

But if it is to remain fun, it seems to us that 
the unlimited substitution rule will have to be 
revised. When the whole line-up is changed 
every time a team goes from the offensive to 
the defensive, the business becomes a contest 
between batteries of coaches in which the play- 
ers are mere pawns. 


This, however, may be only symptomatic of 
alarming developments off the playing field. 
The University of Nevada has just been com- 
pelled to deny a published charge that its team 
deliberately lost what was expected to be an 
easy victory, and that it did so for the benefit 
of Reno gamblers who employed some of the 
players in their casinos. There is bound to be 
such temptation when, as in the case of one Mid- 
western school, the amount wagered on its team 
in a single game is larger than the university's 
annual budget. 

Altogether too many football playérs have be- 
come hired hands. Really outstanding stars eas- 
ily commanded $12,000 to $15,000 a year. In 
the South, the play-for-pay principle has been 
recognized. The schools only seek to keep it in 
bounds. So-called “sanity codes” have been 
adopted elsewhere, too. In most cases, the uni- 
versity administrations try to stand aloof and 
leave these affairs to alumni and friends. As 
a result, local merchants sometimes have more 
to say about the hiring and firing of a coach 
than has the university president. 

The idea of playing to win is part of the gen- 
uine character-building process of any game. But 
victory at any price is another matter—especial- 
ly if the victory has to be won for the sake of 


the boxoffice or even for the profit of gamblers. | 


Open indulgence in subterfuge has not. added 
distinction to American higher education. The 
Madison Square basketball scandal of a few 
years ago was a warning of what can happen. 

It ought not to be necessary to go as far as 
did Chancellor Hutchins of the University of 
Chicago. Instead of abolishing the game, it 
should be possible to reform it. But situations 
such as the one at the University of Wisconsin 
this year—where even elementary good manners 
were forgotten and the president had to apolo- 
gize for a large section of the student body for 
insults to Coach Stuhldreher—have caused many 
a university head to ask his trustees whether 
the Chicago example ought not, after all, to be 
followed. The test is just ahead. 
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Dr. Nourse’s Task 


Instead of asking a friendly Congress to ap- 
prove the inflation controls which a hostile Con- 
gress rejected, President Truman has asked Ed- 
win G. Nourse to draft a new version. This is a 
good move. Curbing inflation is less simple 
than the pros and antis have,made it seem, and 
the chairman of the Economic Advisers is well 
qualified to tackle the puzzle. 

One headache of inflation control is that, while 
everyone gains in the long run, many people are 
called on to sacrifice something now. The [co- 
nomic Advisers are on record, for example, for 
higher taxes. They favor standby price control, 
which offends business, but recognize the com- 
panion necessity for wage control, which does 
not please labor. 


The fight on inflation cannot go to extremes. 


The effort to speed up home-building, for in- . 


stance, is inflationary. Yet the need is des- 
perate, and the Government must somehow 
meet the need. A collapse in farm prices and a 
sag in government bonds would be counter- 
inflationary, but the Government cannot let 
either happen. And so it is with many other 
questions. 

These dilemmas bar any ideal solution and 
give great emphasis to the best attainable bal- 
ance among conflicting purposes. Dr. Nourse 
knows this very well. He is a middle-roader, a 
free-enterprise man who does not hesitate to use 
the Government’s power to avoid disaster. He 
proved himself an able student of the American 
economy in his writings at Brookings Institution. 
As adviser to a President and Congress at 
sword’s point with each other, he kept the re- 
spect of both without any sign of compromising 
his convictions. 

He seems, therefore, an excellent man to 
chart a way out of the inflation maze and to per- 
suade the people to follow it. Mr. Truman has 
shown wisdom in his first major appointment as 
President in his own right. 
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An Ounce of Prevention 


Mayor Kaufmann is to be congratulated for 
requesting preparation of a bill to create the 
position of Director of Civil Defense. Once the 
bill is passed (as seems certain since there is no 
valid objection to it on any ground) and a di- 
rector is appointed, steps.can be taken to set 
up a plan for civil defense of St. Louis.

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Labor Envoys to Labor Governments 


It would be too bad if politics were allowed 
to obscure the good advice in the speech made 
by Justice Douglas at the CIO convention. There: 
was politics, of course, in his mere appearance 
on such a platform. Since others have talked 
so much about his presidential possibilities, this 
may be taken as a broad. hint as to his own 
thinking about 1952. But the next election is 
far away, and the Rouglas speech has imme- 
diate application. 

Labor people, he argued, ought to have a 
larger part in American diplomacy. Better 
than the old striped pants diplomats, they can 
understand the new labor governments of, Eu- 
rope. They also can help Americans to under- 
stand that these European Socialists are not 
the forerunners of Communism but its most 
effective adversaries. In other words, they can 
expand the West’s common ground for co-Opera- 
tion when ‘others might only precipitate needless 
conflicts, 

Secretary Marshall himself was well aware of 
these possibilities a year ago when he, too, ad- 
dressed the CIO convention. Since then, out- 
standing American trade unionists like Secre- 
tary James Carey of the CIO, Secretary George 
Meany of the AFL, and Clinton Golden of the 
CIO Steel Workers have been sent abroad on 
various special missions. Less widely known 
CIO and AFL members have been named to 
semi-permanent diplomatic posts. But laborites 
in diplomacy have not been used to anything 
like their full possibilities. Most of them have 
been attached to the Harriman and Hoffman 
missions, 

On the whole, our embassies and missions are 
still manned by the careerists of the State De- 
partment, the men who feel that Secretaries 
come and go but that they and their kind go on 
forever. To such as these, anybody not cut to 
their own pattern is an interloper, the result of 
some quirk on high which must be endured for 
the time being but no longer than necessary. 
Such embassy secretaries and counsellors must 
be taught that the objective of diplomacy is not 
more and more fancy dinner parties, but under- 
standing among peoples. If they and their 
chiefs can be made to understand that, then 
labor diplomats will haye a chance to do some 
real work. 3

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Through the Loop-Hole 

So far as the law is concerned, the brave work 
of the 1946 and 1947 East Side grand juries has 
come to nought.

Editorial Writers Can Take It 


| The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


At their annual conference, they listened with respect to Chan- 
cellor Hutchins’ criticism of the press; his eloquence invited atten- 
tion, 2 paper says, but he was heard with eagerness primarily be- 
cause, unlike some publishers, they want to correct their faults. 


From the Courier-Journal, Louisville 


Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins of the 
University of Chicago administered a big 
dose of medicine to the press last week. 
The occasion was the meeting of the Na- 
tional Conference of Editorial Writers in 
Louisville. And his audience swallowed the 
dose without undue outcry, if they did not 
exactly lick the spoon. As 4 group they 
displayed a highly healthy attitude to e¢riti- 
cism, They listened to their attacker with 


respect, reserving the 
right to disagree 
heartily with some of 
his conclusions, but 
enjoying such a dem- 
onstration of that 
freedom of expres- 
sion by which they 
as American journal- 
ists live. 


This response was 
a curious and inter- 
esting thing. For Dr. 
Hutchins had charged Robert M. Hutchins 


the press with “exhibiting neurotic symp- 
toms” every time it is criticized. He had 
built up his accusation with quotations 
from many newspaper editorials dealing 
with the Report of the Commission on Free- 
dom of the Press, a’ document he and a 
group of eminent non-journalists had is- 
sued, Some of these comments were def- 
initely neurotic. They justified the Hutch- 
ins charge that newspapers like to dish 
out criticism every day of the year, but 
can’t take it when the slightest adverse 
comment comes their way. 


Why did the Louisville gathering so com- 
pletely avoid this cry-baby attitude? One 
answer is that these were editorial writers, 
not publishers. They had met for mutual 
and earnest discussion of the problems 
of their craft, not to drink together and 
‘scratch each other’s backs. 


Even the barbed words of Dr. Hutchins 


were no sharper than some of the com- 
ments these men had been slinging at each. 
other in their private seminars. There was 
nobody in this crowd who was prepared to 
make a noise like a publisher, drape him-

self in the First Amendment, and proclaim 
that all criticism of the press is subversive 
and disgraceful. All publishers do not be- 
have that way, but there are some exceed- 
ingly prominent ones who do, with monot- 
onous regularity. 

Another answer may lie in the profes- 
sional admiration which these newspaper 
men felt for the competence of Dr, Hutch- 
ins’ presentation. His Louisville speech 
flashed with conspicuous virtues which his 
Report on the Freedom of the Press lacked. 
It was sharp and witty, it cited specific 
instances of newspaper dereliction, it left 
no doubt at any point about what it meant. 
The report, on the other hand, was dull 
and turgid in its expression, That was the 
main fault this newspaper found with it 
when it first appeared. 

We applauded the idea of examination 
by a lay group, arguing that the press had 
done a poor job of self-criticism, We praised 
the “dignity and seriousness” of the report, 
and the high purpose of the commission 
members. But we deplored the fogginess 
and confusion of the document, 

Chancellor Hutchins may now accuse edi- 
torial writers of schizophrenia, How can 
some of the same men who maligned and 
even misquoted his report, he may ask, 
listen to his acid rebyke with, what ap- 
peared to be pleasure? On the other hand, 
the journalists may ask a question about 
Bob Hutchins. How could the man who 
wrote the plodding and uninspired Report 
on Freedom of the Press be the same fel- 
low who wrote and delivered so brilliant a 
speech in Louisville? 

Seriously, the editorial writers liked 
Hutchins’ high review of their calling. They 
responded to his challenge that they must 
be teachers, and good teachers, not merely 
entertainers or “the hired hands and voices 
of men who happen to have enough money 
to own newspapers.” Many of them would 
stand him down on individual points of 
method, but they share with him a sense of 
mission in their work. Dr. Hutchins, whose 
family have been missionaries and teach- 
ers, found the same sort of fervor in an 
audience of editorial writers.

Between Book Ends 
In Devotion to the Maid 


JOAN OF ARC: AN ANTHOLOGY OF HISTORY AND 
LITERATURE, edited by Edward Wagenknecht. (Crea- 
tive Age Press, New York, 421 Pages, $4.50.) ; 
Regardless of occasional! bewildered book- 

buyers’ bemused impressions, anthologies 
do not originate in a kind of literary serve- 
yourself emporium. They are meant for a 
market, to be sure, but so were Shake- 
Speare’s plays, Balzac’s novels, Rodin’s 
sculpture. Calling an anthology “any col 
lection of literary pieces of varied author- 
ship” doesn’t suitably reflect the good taste, 
discernment, and hard work that the best 
of the form represent. 

Well known for his perceptive editing of 
some of these best of anthologies ("Six 
Novels of the Supernatural,” “When I Was 
a Child,” “The Fireside Book of Christmas 
Stories,” etc.), Edward Wagenknecht now 
performs an act of homage to the individ- 
ual by whom he has been captivated and 
about whom he has collected material for 
over 30 years. His purpose he-states with 
disarming simplicity: by means of a gen- 
erous cross-section of Joan of Are literae- 
ture, “to make a book which would be in- 
teresting to read.” ' 


A vast literature, much of it not of easy 
availability, perpetuates the fame of the 
fifteenth century country girl to whom 
many historians give credit for enabling the 
French nation to continue to exist as a 
nation, and whom, in 1920, the Catholic 
church canonized ag St. Joan of Arc. To 
Mr. Wagenknecht she is “perhaps the most 
dazzling avatar of the romantic ideal that 
the world has ever known.” She was tried 
before. an English-dominated court as a 
heretic, sorceress. and blasphemer, and was 
burned at the stake: she, whose whole life, 
Mr. Wagenknecht says reverently, was a 
prayer. No dramatist, he declares, has ever 
surpassed the wonder of the brief and ter- 
rible tale of her marvels and passion. 

This devotional compilation celebrating a 
single individual will appeal primarily to 
readers who in one degree or another be- 
lieve about her as the editor does. For 
those readers, this collection should prove 
a convenience if not an unalloyed joy, for 
though Mr. Wagenknecht has “simply tried 
to gather as much and as many” available 
Joan of Arc materials “as could be accom- 
modated within a pair of covers,” his 
trained selective skill has worked accord- 
ing to plan and proportion.

The Post Office Department is 
sending out reminders to post 
offices throughout the country 
that postal rates will go up on 
Jan, 1. 

Congress approved the new 
rates last June to help pay for 
boosts in the pay of 500,000 postal 
workers. 

The order affects nearly all 
classes of mail except first and 
second class. Air mail goes back 
to 6 cents after 20 months at 5 
cents. Special delivery rates jump 
from 13 to 15 cents. Also in- 
creased are fees for money orders, 
postal notes, c.o.d. packages, in- 
surance and registered mail. 
Rates for books, catalogues, 
seeds and plants, which have been 
under a “preferential rate” for 
some time, will go up from one 
cent to a cent and a half for each 
two ounces.

New Restrictions on Venezyelans 
Ordered by Army Affer Cou 


Constitutional Guarantees, Including Indi- 
vidual Security, Suspended by Junta 
: Which Deposed President. | 


CARACAS, Nov. 26 (AP)—The 
military junta that has taken 
over the Government of Venezuela 
today suspended various constitu- 
tional guarantees, including indi- 
vidual security, freedom of speech 
and privacy of the home. 

‘Other guarantees affected are 
freedom of movement, freedom to 
change residence, to leave and en- 
ter the country and hold public 
meetings. 

The decree said the security of 
the nation requires suspension of 
the guarantees. The action is ex- 
pected to be temporary. 

Earlier, fhe junta promised to 
make plans for national elections. 

The junta took over control of 
the country after Wednesday’s 
bloodless revolution in which the 
Army deposed President Romulo 
Gallegos and his Democratic Ac- 
tion Government. ~ 

New Cabinet Named. 

Consolidating their move for 
power, the junta last night ap- 
pointed a new Cabinet and made 
arrangements to name new state 
governors, . 

Lt. Col. Carlos Delgado Chal- 
baud, president of the junta, said 
the new government will plan for 
general elections so the nation 
can “elect a government that suits 
ty 

Asked when the elections would 
be held, he replied: “As soon as 
possible.” He pointed out that 
when the junta was chosen, it was 
designed as provisional in char- 
‘acter. 

Three Army men and eight 
civilians were named to the new 
Cabinet. The Army took the De- 
fense, Interior and Communica- 
tions Ministries. 

The junta urged the people to 
return to their normal activities 
and promised that the Army 
would guarantee order.

$10,000,000 SAVING BY CHEST 
X-RAYS CITED IN MINNEAPOLIS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26 (UP)—Min- 
neapolis saved $10,000,000 by mak- 
ing a $200,000 chest X-ray survey, 
Dr. Harry A. Wilmer of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota said today. 
The gain was figured as the 
amount saved in hospitalization 
and in lost salaries. 

The survey was described in the 
December issue of Hygeia, the 
American Medical Association’s 
health magazine, by Dr. Wilmer 
and D. C. Gates, of the Minneap- 
olis Division of Public Health.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26 (AP)—A

wealthy Altoona (Pa.) man of al- 
~ a 20,000 in cash and securi- 

es. 

Police identified the laborer as 
Frank Caraola, of Brooklyn. They 
accused him of killing John Long- 
den, 30, of Bridgeport,, Conn., 
whose bullet-riddlied body was 
found two weeks ago near Harris- 
burg, Pa. 

Officers said Caraola and Long- 
den held up Daniel LaMont in 
front of his Altoona home last 
Nov. 10 and fled with $13,000 in 
cash and $7000 in savings bonds 
and securities. La Mont reported 
the robbery to Pennsylvania po- 
lice. A short while later, Long- 
den’s body, with five bullets in it, 
was found. One thousand dollars 
in $100 bills was discovered se- 
creted under his clothing. Later, 
La Mont viewed Identification Bu- 
reau pictures and picked out 
Longden and Caraola as his as- 
sailants. 


FACTORY WAGES AND HOURS 
SHOWED BOOST IN OCTOBER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
The average factory employe 
worked longer hours in October 
to boost his weekly earnings to 
$54.64, an all-time high. This was 
46 cents more than the $54.18 
weekly average for September. 

In reporting this yesterday, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the average weekly earnings and 
working hours for workers in 
durable goods industries (auto- 
mobiles, steel, etc.) went up. This 
more than offset a decline in 
weekly pay and hours for non- 
durable goods workers (textiles, 
apparel, etc.). 

In durable goods, the average 
weekly pay was $59.43 for an aver- 
age of almost 41 hours a week 
in October, compared with $57.95 
and 40 hours in September. 

In non-durable goods, average 
weekly pay was $49.61 for an aver- 
age 39-hour ‘work week in October 
compared with $50.35 and 39.6 
hours in September. 


DRAFT DEFERMENTS REFUSED 
FOR CHIROPRACTIC STUDENTS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
Selective Service refused today to 
defer chiropractic students from 
the draft. 

The National Chiropractic As- 
sociation and the National Cap- 
ital Chiropractic Society had pro- 
tested to Director General Lewis 
B. Hershey after a special Selec- 
tive Service “healing arts” com- 
mittee recommended deferring 
medical, veterinary, osteopathic 
and dental students, but omitted 
the chiropractors. 

Selective Service made this an- 
gawer in letters to the chiroprac- 
tors: (1) Since the armed forces 
need doctors badly, medical stu- 
dents are being deferred to main- 
tain a supply; (2) The armed 
forces are not leoking for chiro- 
practors—therefore there is no 
special reason for deferring chir- 
opractic students.

Half-Exciting, at Least 
OR its first half, “THE THREE MUSKETEERS,” at 
LOEW’S STATE is about as dashing and exciting a horse- 
opera, transferred to the France of 1625, as you'd want to 

see. As D’Artagnan, Gene Kelly is just as nimble and graceful, 

makes ds many wild leaps and fights off as 
many of Richelieu’s guard with the same 
swashbuckling elan ag was and did the elder 
Fairbanks. In addition he gives his perform- 
ance a tinge of that sardonic comic flavor 
first evidenced in “The Pirate,” and so remi- 
niscent of John Barrymore. Mr. Kelly's 
tongue-in-cheek attitude seems to be just the 
right thing to keep the costume heroics from turning serious 
and dull, There are ambushes and chases in the best cowboy 
movie tradition, with the boys waving swords instead of shoot- 
ing off six-guns. There is even the leap of D’Artagnan’s horse 
over the chasm to shake off his pursuers, and the trusty old 
short-cut over the mountain. Everything is fun, and quite in 
the romantic adventurous tradition of Dumas. 

However, when the Queen’s jewels have been recovered and 
returned to her to wear at the affair of state; a point where 
many screen adaptions and the musical version have ended, the 
film, only half through, tapers off for more devious intrigue 
and character analysis, and becomes dull, There Kelly is slowed 
down to a walk, and the “acting” starts. Lana Turner plays 
the villainous Lady de Winter as if she hadn’t quite finished 
her correspondence course in dramatics, and June Allyson is 
etill a vapid ingenue as Constance. Athos, made into a self- 
pitying alcoholic, is the victim of lugubrious overplaying by 
Van Heflin. Keenan Wynn’s comic talent is rather frustrated 
as the valet, Planchet. 

Vincent Price plays Prime Minister Richelieu in the oily 
style he has adopted in the last two years, which needs only the 
twirling of a black mustache to place him back in an 1890 
meller. This Richelieu, by the way, weafs nothing but lay cos- 
tumes, and, we infer by the ommission, is absolutely not to be 
confused with the Cardinal Richelieu we read about in the 
history books and Dumas’s novel, and any similarity is just a 
coincidence. The benign Cardinal Richelieu, we gather, could 
never have been guilty of the dastardly scheming his namesake 
indulges in in this film. When one compares the historically 
factual way in which the shortcomings of Cardinal De Rohan 
were depicted in the recent French movie, “The Queen’s Neck- 
lace,” one can hardly hand M.-G.-M. a “C” for courage. 


Morbid Humor 


“UNFAITHFULLY YOURS,” at the AMBASSADOR, bears 
the imprint, “Original screen play written, directed and pro- 
duced by Preston Sturges.” It’s original all right, and certainly 
different. Mr. Sturges has gone off the deep end in trying to 

fashion a hilarious comedy out of a symphonic 
conductor badly bungling a scheme to cut his 
wife’s throat with a razor and frame her sup- 
posed lover for the crime. In spite of expert 
playing by Rex Harrison as the conductor and 
Sturges’s facility at dialogue and situation, 
the effort doesn’t come off. 

Probably Mr. Sturges meant this for a 
satire on murder or domestic triangle melodramas, In having 
the conductor dream up in turn the murder of his wife while 
conducting Rossini’s “Semiramide,” noble abnegation and his 
blessing on the erring lovers while doing Wagner's Venusberg 
music, and a game of Russian rouletje ending in suicide while 
tossing off Tschaikowsky’s “Francesca Da Rimini” overture, the 
writer-director may have intended a satire on the inspirational 
character 6f beautiful music. But in shaping the conductor's 
actions to the twistings of the plot, he distorts him with gauche 
inconsistencies that weaken the story beyond repair. 

The conductor, a gay and nimble-witted fellow at the start, 
in a light-hearted domestic comedy, suddenly turns into a tragic 
and insanely jealous Othello. Seemingly highly efficient and 
clever, he becomes a bungling and thick-fingered oaf as he 
wrecks his apartment with slap-sticky antics trying to devise 
the mechanics of his murder plot. The burlesque is overdone 
as it is, but even if it weren’t, his gruesome intentions throw a 
pall over the humor. Throat-cutting may be Preston's idea of 
high comedy, but if it is, it’s so high it’s way over our head. 

The rest of the cast are quite acceptable. Linda Darnell is 
more animated than usual as the wife. Rudy Vallee is again an 
adept comedian in one of his stuffed-shirt characterizations, 
and Barbara Lawrence has some amusing lines as his flippant 
wife.

HILDREN need plenty of 
([ nourishing food. This is espe- 

cially important for the very 
active ones, the five to nine-year- 
old ones who play so hard in the 
open air. They must have this 
hard play because it is activity 
that stimulates their growth. 
They must burn up energy to 
make blood, muscles and nerve 
fibres, and they must be supplied 
with the food that creates that 
needful energy. 

These little ones become so in- 
terested in their games that they 
dislike being interrupted for 
lunch. Mothers are busy and, 
rather than take the time and 
energy necessary to bring the 
youngsters in and see that they 
are washed and settled down to 
eat properly, they hand them 
something to eat on the ground.

Sonny helps 
himself to a slice of bread and a 
cold frankfurter and goes back 
to play. 

Children need a well balanced 
hot lunch every day of the year.

There are too many 
ill nourished children in well-to- 
do homes, and they are there be- 
Cause they are permitted to skip 
their lunches.

They have 
been actively at work and have 
used considerable energy during 
the morning. They must have a 
well balanced meal if they are to 
build their bodies and make 
proper growth. They need a rich 
blood supply to do good mental 
work, :

PARIS. 
HE Argentine delegation has 
T presented a rather interesting 
proposal for inclusion in the 
Declaration of Human Rights. 

They are eager to include a pro- 
vision for old age rights, which 
was, I understand, largely in- 
spired by the wife of Argentina’s 
president, Madame Peron, 

Though Article 22 of the decla- 
ration states that everyone has the 
right to security in the event of 
unemployment, sickness, disability, 
old age, ete., the Argentine pro- 
posal goes into much more detail. 
It stresses in particular that if 
families refuse to care for aged 
members, then the state should 
force them to do so by lew. In 
any case, the proposal says, old 
people have the right to decent 
housing and “minimum home com- 
forts,” pointing out that old age 
is deserving of respect and consid- 
eration. 

This sounds good, but I can't 
help wondering just what “mini- 
mum home comforts” mean. Per- 
haps it aes oo later. 


I CANNOT HELP wondering, 
too, as I read this document, 
whether some consideration is not 
due young people. I have seen a 
number of young women whose 
parents have been selfish enough 
to prevent them from marrying 
and who, as a result, have been 
left without support in middle age 
when their parents died. 


I also have seen many young 


people who could not marry be- 
cause their elders made such de- 
mands on them. It seems only 
fair that young people should be 
allowed to marry and have chil- 
are still young. 
Therefore, I believe the Argentine 
proposal, as good as it is, should 
be revised to include the rights 
of youth as well as age. But re- 
gardless of what is done, it is 
clearly essential that aged people 
who can no longer earn for them- 
selves be taken care of. 

I hope we will refer this back to 
the economic and social councils 
and perhaps their committees can 
make favorable recommendations 
on the whole problem. 


ARTICLES 25 and 26 finally 
were voted on and accepted, with 
the former article reading: 

“Everyone has the right to free- 
ly participate in cultural life com- 
munally, to share in the arts and 
to share in scientific advancement 
and its benefits. 

“Everyone has the right to pro- 
tection of moral and material 
interests resulting from any scien- 
tific, literary or artistic production 
of which he is the author or pro- 
ducer.” 

It seemed te most of us that the 
second paragraph was unneces- 
sary, since any such right would 
find protection enough through 
patents, copyrights or specially 
drawn contracts. 

The second article, Article 26, 
originally read: 

“Everyone is entitled to good so- 
cial and international order where- 
in rights and freedoms set forth in 
this declaration can be fully 
realized,” 

The Soviets, however, deleted the 
yes “good” and replaced it with 
“such.

IN THEIR ELABORATE pre- 
Sentation of this amendment, the 
U.8S.S.R. said capitalist order could 
not be called “good” social order. 
To which I pointed out that the 
article did not specify whether it 
had been socialist, capitalist or 
communist, but only that the 
rights and freedoms set forth in 
the declaration should be fully 
realized therefore, whatever it was 
had to be good. 

Nevertheless, it finally was de- 
cided that it might make for bet- 
ter drafting if we accepted their 
recommendation. It was pleasant 
to be able to vote for, instead of 
against, a Soviet amendment. 

The Soviets, however, said a lot 
of unpleasant things in their 
speech-making which included an 
accusation that’ science in the 
United States was completely dom- 
inated by the military and used 
only for military power. I felt I 
should answer this one, but I al- 
ways grieve when I do, for I real- 
ize Soviet delegates must say 
things they are told to say, so 
most of it isn’t worth answering.

out $14. Lodging per night was 
25 cents. 

Scarcely was the hotel opened 
when it made news again. A 
newly arrived fire engine had, 
as its first test of civic fitness, 
the job of taking water from the 
cellar of the hotel. Park Service 
historian Bryan surmises that per- 
haps the Baptists had neglected 
to drain their baptismal pool be- 
fore vacating. 

In 1840 a convention held for 
the historic purpose of extending 
railroad lines west of the Missis- 
sippi was held in St. Louis and 
climaxed by a “sumptuous ban- 
quet” at the National. The year 
1837 was the hotel’s heyday for 
in June of that year Daniel Web- 
ster stopped there. He arrived by 
steamboat from Louisville and the 
Whig committee of the city em- 
Ployed a man to go every day 
to the steeple of the cathedral to 
keep a lookout for the boat. A 
reception met the boat and crowds 
gathered around the hotel to 
cheer until Webster stepped to 
the window of his room to make 
a speech. This was also the year 
that, according to the Republican, 
“The United States engineer, 
Lieut. Robert E. Lee with his 
assistant Mr. Meigs who have 
been detailed to superintend the 
removal of the sand bar opposite 
this city arrived at the National 
‘Hotel.” 

The Planters’ Hotel was opened 
in 1842 and the National began to 
slip away from its place as a lead- 
ing hostelry. In 1847 the 15-year- 
old building was torn down and 
a news item noted that, “Like a 
great many ancient things in our 
city, it has gone out of date and 
been removed to make room for 
a more costly building.

rather than Colonial architecture, 
however the lunette window which 
had been in the north gable of 
the original hotel, was used on 
the west wall. Built by Louis 
Picot, administrator for Ann Mul- 
lanphy Biddle’s estate which had 
held a mortgage on the old build- 
ing, the new hotel was managed 
by Col. William C. Scott, who had 
been burned out of his hotel, and 
the new building was known as 
Scott’s Hotel. 

It was here that “A, Lincoln 
and family” stayed on Oct. 28, 
1847. Lincoln, a newly elected 
congressman, made the two-day 
trip from Springfield, Ill.gwith his 
wife and went on to Visit her 
relatives, the Todds, in Kentucky. 
Had Lincoln visited here in sum- 
mer he would have enjoyed one 
of Scott’s “air-cooled” rooms, made 
by placing blocks of ice on the 
galleries so the southern breezes 
would be cooled in passing over 


them.

Y 1854 the hotel was Brown’s 

United States Hotel, later Ger- 

mania House, still later the St. 
Clair Hotel, owned for a time by 
Gen. William S. Harney, noted 
Indian fighter. Its last name was 
the Rice Hotel and by 1937 the 
price of lodging had completed its 
cycle; it was again 25 cents a 
night. 

Koenig: bought the building 
just before World War II less for 
its historic significance than for 
its riverfront site. He envisioned 
a huge apartment house overlook- 
ing the proposed riverfront me- 
morial and had plans drawn for 
a 25-story structure to be called 
the Lincoln Apartments. 

Koenig’s interest in a riverfront 
site was a natural one since he 
has been a noted boatsman, 
sponsor, and promoter of many 
river sporting events, including a

done, the hotel where Abraham 
Lincoln slept will become a pile of 
rubbish and rubble, and the ruins 
of another landmark will be 
cleared away to make room for 
another parking lot. 

“IT don’t like to see the building 
torn down,” Edwin C. Koenig, 
present owner of the building, 
said, “but I don’t see that I have 
much choice. The building com- 
missioner has condemned the 
building, so I gave the contract 
out to wreck it. St. Louis just 
doesn’t seem to have much pride 
in historic values.” 

St. Louis’ lack of pride in his- 
toric values is evidenced by the 
fact that the National Hotel is 
one of the few remaining local 
buildings over 100 years old.. The 
center of the growing city for the 
first half of the iineteenth cen- 
tury, it has been involved in a 
chain of ownership since the time 
of the Louisiana Purchase.

LOYD LEWIS of Chicago, not- 

ed biographer of Sherman and 

Grant, and Lincoln authority, 
visited the building on his recent 
visit to St. Louis, made to gather 
material on Gen. Grant. Lewis said 
the destruction of the old hostelry 
for any reason would be “a crime 
that would bring protests from 
Lincoln admirers all over the 
country.” He said he could not 
bring himself to believe that “the 
city in which both Sherman and 
Grant lived would permit such an 
act of vandalism.” Viewing ‘the 
fine lines of the building, Lewis 
offered to help in alerting Lincoln 
students that a hotel in which 
Lincoln stayed was in danger. 

The first written reference to 
the site according to John A. 
Bryan, in a history written for 
the National Park Service was 
made on July 18, 1769, when St. 
Ange, the French governor, con- 
firmed title to it in the name of 
Jacques Denis. The lot changed 
hands numerous times and was 
finally sold—for $600—to a group 
representing the Baptist church, 
and the first Protestant church 
in St. Louis was erected there.

whose grand-uncle, Valentine Ger- 
ber, once owned the hotel, and A. 
P. Greensfelder, Stratford Lee 
Morton and John Raeburn Green, 
are endeavoring to purchase the 
building. Their hope is that it 
might be turned over to the Na- 
tional Park Service, which owns 
the riverfront park, renovated in 
due time, and restored to its period 
architecture and atmosphere of 
the 1840s. 

Other St. Louisans, among them 
Charles Van Ravenswaay, direc- 
tor of the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety, and Milton M. Kinsey, have 
pointed out the historic and arch- 
itectural worth of the building. 

The apartment house project 
could not be carried through in 
any event, they point out, because 
of zoning restrictions, and the 
hotel’s historieal significance in 
landmark-barren St. Louis is such 
that, as one man pointed out, 
“citizens would be justified in 
guarding the hotel with guns 
should wrecking begin.” 

They envision the possibilities 
of an actual hotel in the old Na-
